In preparation for soldering, the joint must be 
scraped well, wrapped tightly together, soldered well and 
taped with rubber compound and friction tape. The 
knowledge of joints may come in handy if an aerial wire 
or an extension cord is broken. 

We had a test in reading electric meters, which we 
found quite simple to understand. By reading the meter 
for the previous month and subtracting the amount from 
the present reading, one can tell how many kilowatt 
hours are used that month.

year in Science was combustible gases. Any com- 
bustible gas mixed with air in suitable proportions can 
produce a violent explosion when ignited. 

Perhaps the most interesting of all these gases is 
hydrogen. If we should decompose all the water in the 
oceans, an enormous lot of hydrogen would be liberated. 
The hydrogen is not easily obtained from water, how- 
ever, only when an electric current is passed through the 
water by a process known as electrolysis. 

The most famous of all uses of hydrogen depends 
upon its lightness. It is fourteen times as light as air and 
has more lifting power than any other known gas. For 
this reason it is very widely used in balloons and dirigibles. 
The spectacular disaster of the Hindenburg called our 
attention once more to the danger always present when 
combustible gases are used.
